Anulmals th:t drink
this water suffer severely from eold. It
is often the case that there is but one
| trongh in the yard for tha sccommo-
dation of a large number of horses,
cattle and sheep of different ages. It
is generally surrounded by ice on
which the animals are likely to slip
or reoeive Injories. The younger
snimals suffer most because they sre
honked and pushed by those that are
older and stronger. Duriog very
severe weather many farmers only
allow stock to have access to water
once a day, and as a consequence they
drivk so muoch that they suffer from
the ould ;roduced by takirgso large
sn amount of water into the syatem
at once
If practicable stock should be sup-
plied during the winter withiwater
furnished by a spriog, as it is gene-
rally several degrees warmer than
that drawn from a well The well
should be covered as should the
troughs into which the water iz con
veyed. The practice of brivgitg
water into baros aud stables bas given
excellent satizfaction wherever it hass
been iniroduced. When it i not
practicable toconvey water into the
ouildings where stock is kept, the
troughs for holding it should be under
sheds, and surrounded by & spacious
plaf rm that can be kept free from
ire and spow. Young atock
shonld be sllowed sn opportunity to
drink while theanimale that are liable
to molest them are out of thelr way.
In severely cold weather it is better 10
carry water in buckets to colts and
calves than to allow them to suffer
the exposure necessary to obtain itin
an open yard, Upless during storms
of ling continuance animals should
hsve an opportunity to obtain water
at least twice a day. If their only
food is dry hay, straw and ocorn fod-
| der they require comsiderable water in
| order to digest their food properly.
Dairy cows must be supplicd with wa-
! ter at frequent timea or thoy will fail
| to give their usnal amonnt of milk

Two Orops.

Some interesting experiments are
being made in Delaware and Ocnneeti-
cnt to obtain two orops a year of amall
froite. The New York market u
sctoally receiving a second crop of
raapberries from the former atste to-
day. Twe growem of Bridgeville,
D¢l., have for the past three years
successfully produced a sesond erop
from their bothes; and on some days
duoring the past week they bave each
shipped as many ss two hundred and
fifty pints of these berries. They
call it their second crop, but the
facts are that these two growaers,
from the firat ripening of the rasp-
beery, about the middle of June until
the middle of September, only a few
ripen at a time, and bstween the 15th
of September and frosts they ripen
with sufficient abundance to be
packed for market. The present
teason has besn in some respecis a
phenomens! season. The Syracuse
Journal states that in one of the pub-
lic parks of thst city some of the
flowering sbrubs are blossoming for
the secrnd time.  On Irving sireet, it
says, there is now anapple tree in
blossom. In other places of the eity
similar unosual phenomena have been
observed.

A Gheap and Duraple Clstern.
American Agriculturist,

An sbundance of rain water for
family use, for the barn yard, and for
irrigation in the garden, la still the
ereatdesideratumin our rural districte.
The grest bar to this water supply s
the anticipated expenss. It costa
money tc exoavate sand line the sides
of a ecistern with brick and stope.
Most farm houses have no provision

and the yard and barn osllar are with-
out any water for stock. A cistern
that will hold «1l the water that falls
upon the house, or the barn, is
within reach of every thrifty farmer,
and will pay for itself every
year_in eaving labor, and in the
bealth and comfort of the family, and
in the care of the farm stock. A
neighbor ef ours, who is a gardner ss
well s s farmer, baoilt a cistern for
his greenhouse laat year, and liked it
| 8o well tnat he has built ancther this
fall for his barn~and garden. The
first item of expense was the labor of
excavating on the south side of barn,
where the frost dues not penctrate
very deep The excavation is about
ten feet deep, ten feet in diameter at
the bottom, and twelve fest at the
| top. The soil is gravelly loam at the
| top, and compact gravel below. But
4nnd, if it were compsct enough not
to cave, would lnleer just aa well.
the

The aides of cistern are
made &3 even as possi—
ble, and & wash ¢f Portland

cement is spplied witha broom—to
the bottom and sldes. This dries
very rapidly, acd fcur or five coat-
ings will make s perfectly tight and
streng basin to hold all the water that
will everiall intoit. The cost of ce-
ment {a very smsll, and the thin
orust, backed by the sclid subsoil, is
jurt as good and dorable as mason
work of brick or stons.  For a cov-
erivg he used chestnut timber of one
foot in diameter, hewn upon one
side, upon which chestnut planks
two Inches thick were laid. Two
lenders conduc: the water from the
eaves of the barn into the cistern. A
man-hole was left on the top large
enough for the cleaning of the cistern,
and forthe insertion of the pump. The
plank was covered with about two feet
of esrth, which is & sufficient pro-
teotion against frost in this latitude.
The cistern will hold 8,000 gallocs of
water, or more, and will furnish ac
abundant supply ot water for stock,
snd for irrigation in ordinary seasons.
The whole cost for labor, timber and
cement was about fifteen dollars.

Most farmers will furuish the neces

sary labor and lumber, and the cnly
money outlay would be tor the Port-
land cement. This cemnent will hard-
en under water, and become as solid
as stone, It is entirely practicable for
slmost any farmer to bulld s cistern
of the kind described, and fo havea
cod supply of water for his cattle
during the winter. Boild a cistern.
